advances to the extent of 140 lakhs which were sanctioned during October and November 
1907. There was also a decline of 14 lakhs in the local remittances-of sovereigns, as they 
were seit as currency remittances to the local chests and then transferred to treas' 
according to local requirements. There was an increase of tg lakhs in the remittance 
of small silver and copper owing to an anticipated demand for these coins in 
consequence of famine and for opium payments, Remittances of foreign circle 
notes showed a decline of 25 lakhs owing partly to a larger transfer of these notes to the.
